Report  of  the  Board  of  Management  1942. 


To  The  Governors, 

The  Board  of  Management  has  pleasure  in  submitting  to  the 
Governors  the  One  Hundred  and  Eleventh  Annual  Report  of  the 
Infirmary. 


During  a  year  in  which  emergency  conditions  have  been  main¬ 
tained,  your  Board  has  exerted  all  energy  to  the  rendering  of  maximum 
service  in  the  face  of  major  obstacles.  Difficulties  of  supply,  recruitment 
of  skilled  Staff  and  so  on  have  provided  cause  for  anxiety.  As  was 
to  be  expected,  the  Ministry  of  Health's  instruction  that  a  large  number 
of  beds  be  kept  reserved  for  emergency  resulted  in  a  marked  rise  in 
the  number  of  patients  awaiting  admission  and  even  although  this 
direction  was  modified  towards  the  latter  part  of  the  year  to  permit 
of  a  reduced  number  of  reserved  beds,  the  Infirmary  is  unable  to 
admit  patients  with  the  rapidity  that  could  be  wished.  The  members 
of  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff  are  keeping  careful  supervision  over  the 
waiting  lists  in  order  that  those  persons  suffering  from  more  acute 
conditions  may  be  admitted  first.  The  arrangement  reported  last 
year  under  which  patients  are  transferred  to  St.  Luke’s  Emergency 
Hospital  for  the  continuation  of  their  treatment,  has  been  maintained 
and  is  proving  most  useful  in  the  efforts  to  reduce  the  waiting  lists. 

Financially  it  has  been  a  good  year  and,  due  to  the  continued,  and 
in  many  cases,  increased  help  of  our  private  subscribers,  plus  very 
substantially  increased  allocations  from  the  Contributory  Scheme  a 
surplus  of  income  over  expenditure  is  shewn  despite  higliered  expense. 
Grants  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  have  been  received  in  respect  of 
the  reservation  of  beds  and  the  treatment  of  Service  Sick  and  evacuees 
and,  as  in  1941,  your  Board  has  transferred  £3,000  of  this  money  to  a 
reserve  account  to  meet  post-war  contingencies.

Your  Board  thanks  the  Huddersfield  Law  Society  for  the  help 
which  continues  to  be  given  year  by  year  in  difficult  cases  under  the 
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Road  Traffic  Act.  In  many  instances  the  obtaining  of  costs  is  due 

entirely  to  the  efforts  of  the  Society.

Your  Board  regrets  to  record  the  death  of  Mr.  W.  A.  Crowther 
who  had  been  a  member  of  the  Board  since  1928  and  occupied  the 
Presidential  chair  from  1934  to  1939.  Ever  unstinting  in  labour  for 
and  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Hospital  his  passing  was  a  grievous 
loss.  With  the  death  of  Doctor  A.  L.  McCully  a  thirty  years’  associate- 
ship  with  the  Infirmary  was  severed,  for  in  his  capacity  as  Honorary 
Consulting  Surgeon,  Doctor  McCully  was  ever  intent  upon  the  service 
of  the  Infirmary  and  the  furtherence  of  its  aims.  Another  loss  was 
suffered  by  the  death  of  Mr.  Horace  Broadbent  who  had  been  connected 
with  the  Hospital  over  a  long  number  of  years  as  a  member  of  the 
Elective  Committee.  Mr.  Broadbent’ s  generosity  was  a  source  of 
encouragement  to  all  those  connected  with  the  Hospital  with  whom  he 
came  into  contact.  In  September  your  Board  learned  of  the  death  of 
Sir  Hildred  E.  Carlile,  a  patron  of  the  Infirmary  and  to  whose 
generosity  the  Hospital  is  indebted  for  the  Carlile  Wing.  Your 
Board  desires  to  place  on  record  sincere  appreciation  of  the  work, 
loyalty  and  help  of  these  good  friends. 


WORK  OF  THE  YEAR. 

The  number  of  patients  treated  in  all  Departments  of  the 
Infirmary  was  36,634,  an  increase  of  3,115  over  the  figure  for  1941. 
In-patients  totalled  4,622  and  Out-patients  32,012.  The  number  of 
beds  equipped  was  302,  but  of  these  an  average  of  293  was  available 
owing  to  the  closing  of  Wards  for  infectious  diseases.  The  average 
number  of  beds  occupied  daily  was  200.80.  The  average  number  of 
days  each  patient  was  resident  was  15.85.  Deaths  occurring  from  all 
causes  during  the  year  totalled  243,  but  of  this  number  82  took  place 
within  48  hours  of  admission.  The  percentage  of  deaths  to  the  total 
number  of  In-patients  was  5.25  but  deducting  those  deaths  occurring 
within  48  hours  of  admission  the  percentage  was  reduced  to  3.48. 
During  the  year  379  patients  were  transferred  under  the  arrangement 
to  St.  Luke’s  Emergency  Hospital.

The  number  of  treatments  given  in  the  Massage  Department 
again  shews  a  marked  increase.  During  the  year  a  total  of  93,153 
treatments  were  given  compared  with  78,803  during  the  previous  year. 
The  number  of  patients  totalled  3,870  and  the  attendances  numbered 
67,492.  The  total  number  of  specimens  examined  in  the  Pathological 
Department  was  13,503  and  the  Pathologist  conducted  96  post  mortem 
examinations.  The  Pathologist  ^examined  1,529  specimens  for  the 
Dewsbury  and  District  General  Infirmary  under  the  arrangement 
with  that  Hospital.

The  total  income  of  £66,964  4s.  2d.  exceeded  the  total  expenditure 
of  £64,066  Os.  7d.  by  £2,898  3s.  7d.

The  total  income  for  the  year  was  £66,964  4s.  2d.  and  exceeded 
the  1941  total  by  £8,316  9s.  Id.  Annual  subscriptions  shew  a  very 
slight  decrease  but  taken  on  the  whole  the  voluntary  gifts  maintained 
a  high  level.  The  total  of  £29,175  allocated  directly  from  the  Hud¬ 
dersfield  and  District  Hospitals  Contributory  Scheme  represents  an 
increase  of  £6,930  12s.  6d.  In  addition  the  Scheme  Committee  paid 
over  the  sum  of  £639  0s.  8d.  in  respect  of  payments  made  from  other 
Schemes.  The  Scheme’s  success  goes  from  strength  to  strength  and 
the  ready  response  by  the  employers  of  labour  to  the  system  whereby 
they  may  contribute  a  percentage  of  their  workpeople’s  subscriptions 
has  ensured  larger  and  more  constant  financial  benefit  in  which  the 
Hospital  will  share  considerably.  The  grateful  thanks  of  the  Board 
are  unstintingly  accorded  to  the  Management  Committee  and  Officers 
of  the  Contributory  Scheme  for  the  untiring  and  enthusiastic  way  in 
which  the  work  is  being  carried  out.  The  thanks  of  the  Board,  too, 
are  freely  extended  to  the  employers  and  employees  who  make  such 
a  handsome  result  possible. 


The  Ministry  of  Health  grants  totalled  £11,378  0s.  3d.  from  which 
sum  £3,000  has  been  transferred  to  the  emergency  contingencies 
account  for  post-war  reconstruction. 

Special  mention  is  made  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Rose  Day  collections. 
These  amounted  to  £666  12s.  8d.  and,  whilst  not  reaching  the  previous 
year’s  record  total,  the  result  was  excellent  in  view  of  the  greater 
difficulty  in  obtaining  sufficient  helpers  coupled  with  adverse  weather 
condit  ions.

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ALMONER’S  REPORT,  1942. 

At  the  end  of  another  year  we  should  like  to  thank  once  again 
all  those  who  have  helped  with  the  work  of  the  Almoner’s  department. 
Without  the  co-operation  of  the  Local  Authorities  and  Voluntary 
Agencies  it  would  be  difficult  to  provide  the  after  care  necessary  for 
our  patients  in  the  way  of  convalescence,  extra  nourishment  and  general 
supervision. 

Most  of  the  Convalescent  Homes  have  been  taken  over  by  the 
Government  but  we  have  sent  our  patients  this  year  to  Ilkley,  West 
Kirby,  Woolton  and  Silloth.  All  these  Homes  are  very  comfortable 
and  the  food  and  care  is  good.  Patients  suffering  from  rheumatism 
have  been  sent  to  Buxton  and  Harrogate.  We  have  also  arranged  for 
78  Soldiers  to  be  admitted  to  Military  Convalescent  Homes  at  Arthing- 
ton,  Sheffield,  Thornton-in-Craven  and  Ripon. 

All  patients  in  need  of  special  diets  or  extra  nourishment  have 
been  sent  to  the  Almoner  for  assistance.  Those  suffering  from  certain 
types  of  illnesses  can  get  additional  milk  and  eggs  and  the  Almoner  is 
able  to  issue  the  special  Ministry  of  Food  forms  and  advise  patients 
how  to  obtain  the  extra  nourishment. 

The  Contributory  Scheme  Samaritan  Fund  has  given  most  useful 
grants  towards  the  cost  of  extra  milk  and  eggs  for  those  of  their  members 
who  have  been  unable  to  buy  them  for  themselves  and  has  also  contri¬ 
buted  towards  the  cost  of  expensive  appliances.  Help  has  also  been 
given  to  patients  who  could  not  manage  to  pay  bus  fares  to  enable 
them  to  attend  regularly  for  treatment. 

The  Soldiers’,  Sailors’,  and  Airmen’s  Families  Association  has 
provided  some  beautiful  layettes  for  Service  men’s  babies  who  have 
been  born  in  our  Maternity  Ward  and  whose  mothers  were  finding  it 
difficult  to  raise  the  money  to  buy  sufficient  clothes. 

The  National  Society  for  Cancer  Relief  has  given  most  generous 
grants  to  those  of  our  patients  suffering  from  malignant  disease  to 
help  them  to  get  extra  comforts  and  to  spare  them  the  additional 
anxiety  of  being  short  of  money.  These  grants  are  administered  through 
the  Almoner’s  Office. 

The  Almoner  will  always  be  glad  to  give  outside  Agencies  any 
help  or  information  which  may  come  within  the  province  of  her 
department.

IN-PATIENTS.  Persons  requiring  treatment  must  attend  the 
Out-patient  Department,  if  able  to  do  so,  and  consult  a  Member  of 
the  Honorary  Medical  Staff,  who  will,  it  necessary,  make  arrangements 
for  admission.  Those  who  are  too  ill  or  physically  unable  to  carry 
out  the  foregoing  arrangement  should  get  their  own  Medical  Adviser 
to  communicate  with  the  Resident  Surgical  Officer,  who  will  arrange 
for  admission  if  necessary. 


On  no  account  should  patients  arrive  at  the  Plospital  (except  in 
the  case  of  accident)  without  having  been  notified  to  do  so. 


OUT-PATIENTS.  Out-patients  must  attend  the  Physician  or 
Surgeon  who  first  received  them  under  his  care,  on  the  day  of 
his  attendance  at  the  Hospital.

A  Testator  who  shall  bequeath  a  sum  of  at  least  one  hundred 
pounds  to  the  Infirmary  may  by  his  Will  nominate  some  person 
to  be  a  Governor  for  life  from  the  date  of  payment  of  the  legacy.  In 
the  absence  of  any  such  nomination  the  Executor  or  Executors  may, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Management,  nominate  some  person 
to  be  a  Governor  for  life. 

A  Corporate  Body,  Society,  or  other  Collective  Body  making  a 
donation  of  one  hundred  pounds  or  more  at  one  time  shall  be  entitled 
to  nominate  in  writing  a  representative  to  be  a  Governor  and  to 
change  such  nomination  from  time  to  time  by  notice  in  writing  pro¬ 
vided  that  no  such  Corporate  Body,  Society,  or  other  Collective  Body 
shall  have  more  than  one  such  representative  at  any  time. 

All  donors  making  a  personal  gift  of  five  hundred  pounds  and 
upwards  shall  be  Honorary  Vice-Presidents  for  life. 

A  donor  of  one  thousand  pounds  to  the  Infirmary’s  Endowment 
Fund  shall  have  the  right  to  affix  a  name  to  one  of  the  beds  for  adults 
in  perpetuity,  and  a  donor  of  five  hundred  pounds  to  the  same  Fund 
shall  have  the  right  similarly  to  name  a  cot  in  the  Children’s  Ward. 

All  the  annual  subscriptions  are  considered  as  becoming  due  on 
the  first  of  January  in  each  year  at  which  time  the  current  year 


commences.
